in applying for their National Ser-, 
vice Life Insurance Dividends. 

Stanley Payson, Service Officer 
for both organizations will assist 
veterans in filtng out the applica- 
tion forms. These forms will be 
available at his home, Main street, 
for the entire week beginning 
with Monday, August 29. 

Two billion, eight hundred mil- 
lion dollars will be distributed to 


eligible veterans, and virtually 
every veteran of World War II 
ts eligible if he had a NSLI policy 
in effect at some time or other be- 
fore January 1, 1949. 

Jt has been made clear that this 
ig not a “veteran benefit’, but a 
redistribution of actual surplus 
cash which has been paid for gov- 
ernment life insurance by World 
War II veterans. 

Payments per person are ex- 
pected to average about $175 ac- 
cording to the VA. Applications 
should be filed as quickly as pos- 
sible because it will take weeks 
and months for a veteran to get 
his refund check.

Happier Living! 


The following article is reprinted 
from the Boston Sunday Herald, 
August 14 and was written by 
Alfred W. Boilcourt, Department of 
Floriculture, University of Massa- 
chuesetts, under the heading “Back- 
yard Gardner.” 


Do we need a recreational park 
in our town? Wveryone should ask 
himself this question.
